The  apule  crop  for  K22  was  better  than  for  1-21  for  most  countries, 
according  tc  estimates  and  condition  reports.  Canada  was  an  exception,  having 
a  production  slightly  less  than  the  1921  crop. 

The  United  States,  Canada  and  the  Netherlands  stood,  respectively,  first, 
second  and  third  as  snorters  of  apples  in  1921.    The  United  States  exported 
1,936,000  barrels  in  I52I,  compared  with  1,798,000  barrels  in  1920  and  Canada 
exported  1,325,000  barrels  in  I92I,  compared  with  1  ,102,000  barrels^in  I92O. 
The  total  number  of  barrels  exported  from  these  three  countries  during  1921, 
amounting  to  3,146,000  does  not  equal  the  amount  taken  by  the  United  Kingdom  in 
that  year  and  barely  exceeds  the  amount  taken  by  the  United  Kingdom  in  1921. 
Belgium  ranks  next  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  an  importer,  though  her  imports  are 
only  from  about  4  per  cent  to  11  per  cent  as  great. 

Spain  and  Italy  lead  the  world  in  the  e report  of  .crapes .  In  1921  Spain 
shippe d"  09 , 000 , CC0  pounds  to  foreign  countries  as  compared  with  SI, 000,000  pounds 
in  1920,  a  decrease  of  nearly  15  per  cent.    The  reverse  is  true  of  Italy, 
however,  for  her  exports  of  this  fruit  jumped  from  12,000,000  pounds  in  I92O  to 
19,000,000  pounds  in  1921,  an  increase  of  over  50  P©r  cent. 

Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  practically  the  same  for  both  years, 
while  the  United  States  received  25  per  cent  less  in  1921  than  in  1920,  and 
Switzerland  took  17,000,000  pounds  in  I921  as  compared  with  14,000,000  pounds 
the  previous  year. 

This  season  the  British  apple  markets  have  not  been  attractive  to  .American 
exporters.    Uhile  prices  have  generally  risen  in  United  States  markets  since 
October  they  have  shown  a  tendency  to  decline  generally  in  the  British  markets. 

The  prune  crop  of  Yugoslavia  for  1922  is  estimated  at  $$0,000  short  tons. 

The  date  crop  of  Tunis  is  reported  to  be  good  this  year. 

The  raisin  crop  of  Turkey  for  1Q22  is  expected  to  be  about  26,000  tons  which 
would  be  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  from  the  I92I  harvest. 

The  production  of  ail  crops  0 ther  than  grains  in  Trance  for  1922  was  greater 
than  for  I92I  except  in  the  cases  of  hemp  and  flax  seed,  hemp  fiber  and  tobacco. 
In  many  cases  as  with  beans  and  peas,  sugar  beets  and  some  of  the  hay  crops,  the 
increased  harvests  were  produced  on  decreased  acreages.    The  production  of  potatoes 
in  I922  amounted  to  4S2, 524,000  bushels  as  compared  with  305,324,000  bushels  in  192".

Fall  grain  crops  were  in  good  condition  In  En0land  and  V/ales ,  Hungary, 
Bulgaria  and  Italy,  up  to  the  middle  of  December.    Uorlc  on  the  fall  grains  was 
completed  in  France  and  Austria  by  the  first  week  in  December.    The  area  sown  to 
fall  grains  in  Yugoslavia  is  reported  to  be  larger  than  usual.    Winter  sowings 
of  wheat  in  Poland  in  1922  are  estimated  at  2, 362, 000  acres,  which  is  three  per 
cent  less  than  the  area  sown  last  year.    The  winter  rye  area  is  estimated  at 
11,4-76,000  acres,  five  per  cent  more  than  the  I92I  fall  rye  area.
